Notes  of  the  first  100  Charters  assembled  over  the  past  quarter  century 
by  M.  Owens  Warns. 

This  collection  of  72  National  Banknotes  of  the  first  100  banks  to  be 
chartered  is  to  our  knowledge  the  most  complete  to  be  offered  at  auction 
since  the  famous  Grinnell  sale  of  1945.  This  collection  contains  examples  from 
nine  charters  which  even  the  fabulous  Grinnell  collection  lacked.  Several  of 
these  notes  represent  one  of  two  known  notes  of  the  Bank,  and  one  is  at 
present  unique,  to  the  best  information  available.  Therefore,  collectors  of  the 
first  100  charters  have  many  opportunities  in  this  group  to  obtain  charters 
that  may  not  be  available  again.

The  following  group  of  CONNECTICUT  COPPERS  is  most  unusual,  being 
of  consistantly  high  grade,  and  for  the  most  part,  free  of  planchet  defects. 
Several  old  time  collectors  painted  the  die  varieties  right  on  the  coin,  in  white 
ink,  usually  in  the  left  obverse  field.  Many  of  the  coins  in  this  offering  show 
these  designations,  and  in  some  cases  an  "M"  in  the  right  field  for  MILLER, 
so  that  they  wouldn’t  be  confused  with  CROSBY  or  HALL  numbers.  Coins  with 
such  markings  have  been  noted  in  the  descriptions  below  as  PDV  (painted  die 
variety). 

The  original  owner  collected  these  coins  with  an  eye  toward  good  centering 
and  sharp  striking.  As  we  were  cataloging  these  coins,  we  found  that  we  kept 
repeating  the  phrase  ‘well  centered  and  sharply  struck’.  In  order  to  avoid  such 
repetition,  we’ve  changed  the  descriptions,  and  bidders  should  be  aware,  and 
guide  themselves  by  the  fact  that  AIT,  of  these  coins  are  WELL  CENTERED 
AND  SHARPLY  STRUCK,  unless  noted  otherwise  in  the  descriptions.

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144  — 1786  Miller  5.14-S,  Rarity  6.  VF.  UNKNOWN  TO  MILLER.  Discovered  by  Ryder 

and  Canfield,  and  included  in  the  ‘additions  and  corrections’  to  the  Miller  book.  At 
last  report,  only  8 known!  Quoting  from  the  ‘additions  and  corrections’:  “The 
most  striking  feature  of  this  reverse  is  a sword  hilt  and  guard  under  the  left  elbow 
of  the  goddess”.  Excessively  rare  as  a variety,  and  highly  sought  after  as  a type 
because  of  this  unique  feature.  Well  centered  with  full  date.  Weakly  struck  in 
spots.  An  extraordinary  find.  Dark  brown.  ILLUST. 


145  — 1787,  Miller  1.1— A,  Rarity  3.  EF.  Full  date,  and  definitely  superior  to  the  Miller 

plate  specimen.  Somewhat  porous  planchet.  (PDV).  Though  not  rare  as  a variety, 
very  rare  in  this  condition,  and  very  popular  as  a type,  being  the  SMALL  HEAD 
(smallest  of  the  year,  and  the  same  obverse  die  as  the  very  rare  1788  Miller  1.) 
obverse,  and  ET  LIB  INDE  reverse.  An  exceptional  dark  brown  specimen.  ILLUST. 

146  — 1787,  Miller  1.1— A,  Fine  or  better.  Another  very  nice  specimen  with  a full  date,  but 

on  a rough  planchet.  Somewhat  more  wear  than  above,  but  still  a very  clean  light 
brown  specimen,  that  would  be  an  enhancement  to  any  cabinet. 

147  — 1787  Miller  1.2-C,  THE  MUTTONHEAD  VARIETY.  EF.  The  dies  for  this 

variety  were  very  shallow,  and  the  coin  is  normally  seen  with  most  letters  and  date 
not  struck  up  at  all.  THIS  UNUSUALLY  STRONG  STRIKE  AND  EVIDENTLY 
EARLY  STATE  IS  LACKING  ONLY  THE  E ON  THE  OBVERSE.  THE  RE- 
VERSE IS  COMPLETE.  INCLUDING  A FULL  STRONG  DATE.  A most  unusual 
and  rare  coin.  Light  olive. 

148  — 1787  Mailed  bust  copper.  Miller  4-L,  the  “Horned  Bust,”  but  rare  early  state  with 

only  a small  crescent-shaped  break  in  field.  EF.  This  and  the  following  four 
lots  comprise  a nice  set  showing  the  progression  of  the  horn  (die  break).  Light 
reddish  brown,  well  struck  on  a flan  nearly  free  of  defects.  Very  rare  quality. 

149  — 1787  Miller  4-L,  later  state  with  the  crescent  now  taking  full  shape.  VF-EF. 

Slight  weakness  at  AUC,  but  the  balance  of  the  coin  sharp.  Struck  on  a glossy 
light  brown  planchet. 
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150  — 1787  Miller  4-L,  struck  on  a large  planchet,  and  as  such,  listed  as  rarity  3 in 

Miller.  VF.  Slightly  advanced  state  of  the  break,  making  it  a larger  crescent,  but 
still  not  joined  to  the  mail.  Weakly  struck  at  top  portion  of  the  obverse,  and 
correspondingly  on  the  reverse.  A glossy  light  brown. 

151  — 1787  Miller  4-L.  VF-EF.  Further  advancement  of  the  break,  now  joined  to  the 

bust,  making  it  appear  as  a horn  emanating  from  the  bust.  Well  struck  and  cen- 
tered. with  a full  date,  and  all  details  sharp.  Reddish,  dark  brown,  and  an  ex- 
cellent coin. 

152  - — • 1787  Miller  4-L.  VF-EF.  The  last  of  the  group,  showing  the  horn  firmly  attached 

to  the  mail,  and  extending  into  the  field  to  between  U and  C.  The  dies  have 
now  clashed  and  the  impression  of  the  crossed  feet  of  the  goddess  on  the  reverse, 
can  be  seen  incused  under  the  R on  the  obverse.  Another  specimen  with  all  de- 
tails and  date  sharp.  An  appealing  light  brown. 

153  — 1787  Miller  6.1-M.  LAUGHING  HEAD.  Nice  Fine.  Full  date,  with  all  details 

sharp.  (PDV).  Somewhat  rough  surface,  medium  brown. 

154  - — 1787  Miller  6.2-M.  Rarity  3 SIMPLE  HEAD.  EF  or  better.  Only  slight  weakness 

at  EC.  Light  pitting  behind  head,  but  overall  a very  lovely  light  brown  coin,  with 
smooth  surfaces. 


155  — 1787  Miller  7-1,  HERCULES  HEAD.  Nice  VF.  Though  only  listed  as  Rarity  4 

in  Miller,  experience  has  shown  that  it  is  considerably  rarer  (see  Red  Book  listing). 
The  same  obverse  die  as  5.3  of  1786.  Well  centered  and  sharply  struck,  with  full 
date.  Struck  on  a smooth,  glossy,  flawless  planchet.  One  of  the  nicest  1787 
Hercules  Heads  that  we've  seen.  (PDV.)  A very  appealing  mahogany  brown. 
ILLUST. 

156  — 1787  Miller  8-0,  Rarity  3.  Fine.  Most  unusual  obverse  punctuation,  with  three 

groups  of  four  dots  in  addition  to  the  colons.  Full  date,  with  some  weakness  in 
the  central  portion,  as  are  all  we’ve  seen.  Almost  VF  in  the  well  struck  areas. 
Dies  Vi  upset.  Cleaned  a long  time  ago,  the  obverse  still  bright,  but  the  reverse  is 
toning  nicely.  When  completely  toned,  this  will  be  an  excellent  specimen. 

157  — 1787  Miller  11.1  — E,  Rarity  2 VF.  Well  centered  with  full  date.  Unevenly  struck. 

Little  wear,  but  rough  surfaces. 

158  — 1787  Miller  11.2-K,  Rarity  3.  VF.  Sharply  struck,  very  slightly  off  center  affecting 

the  very  top  of  I on  the  obverse.  Unfortunately,  an  attempted  puncture  on  the 
cheek,  otherwise  a lovely,  glossy,  olive  toned  beauty. 

159  — 1787  Miller  1 3-D.  Rarity  3.  Almost  VF.  Well  struck  and  fairly  well  centered.  A 

minor  planchet  clip  at  about  1 o’clock. 
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160  — 1787  Miller  14-H.  Rarity  3.  F-VF.  Obverse  slightly  off  center.  Reverse  well  cen- 

tered with  full  date. 

161  — 1787  Miller  15-F,  Rarity  3.  Nice  Fine.  The  CONNECT  variety.  The  only  variety 

in  the  entire  series  with  this  spelling.  Again,  experience  has  taught  us  that  this 
is  much  scarcer  than  Miller  indicated  Usually  seen  on  very  defective  planchets. 
This  specimen  has  only  a very  minor  one  through  the  cheek.  (PDV.)  Very  well 
centered,  and  fairly  well  struck — the  only  real  weakness  being  at  the  date.  A very 
desirable  coin  for  this  scarce  variety,  and  type. 

162  — 1787  Miller  16.1m.  Rarity  3.  VF.  Well  centered,  full  date.  All  details  clear.  A very 

nice  type  coin. 

163  — 1787  Miller  17-g.3.  Rarity  .3.  Abt.  VF.  Well  centered  on  a nice  smooth  planchet 

Light  clip  at  about  1 1 o’clock.  Planchet  flaw  above  the  date.  Light  even  wear. 

164  — 1787  Miller  18-g.l,  Rarity  3.  VF-EF.  Slightly  off  center.  A few  minor  planchet 

flaws,  otherwise  a nice  smooth  flan.  Full  date,  very  little  wear.  The  bulge  in  the 
field  in  front  of  the  face  is  diagnostic  of  the  die. 

165  1787  Miller  19-g.4,  Rarity  2.  Abt.  VF.  Weakness  in  striking  at  about  11  o’clock  on 

the  reverse.  The  obverse  is  very  sharp,  as  is  the  balance  of  the  reverse. 

166  — 1787  Miller  25-b,  Rarity  3.  VF.  An  excellent  sharp  even  strike,  well  centered. 

full  date.  Most  interesting  punctuation  obverse  and  reverse.  All  details  very  sharp 
and  clear. 

167  — 1787  Miller  28-m,  Rarity  3.  Nice  EF.  A minor  obverse  edge  bruise  over  OR.  and 

a few  very  light  old  scratches  on  the  obverse  that  are  barely  noticeable.  All  de- 
tails very  sharp. 

168  — 1787  Miller  31.1-gg.l,  Rarity  3.  EF  or  better.  ET  LIR  variety.  A squared  off 

planchet  clip  (approx.  13mm)  at  about  8:30  o'clock,  not  affecting  any  letters  or  part 
of  the  design.  Full  date.  Late  die  state  showing  the  advance  die  breaks  that  Miller 
mentions,  plus  others  that  he  doesn’t  mention.  A pleasing  natural  light  brown, 
with  very  little  actual  wear. 

169  — 1787  Miller  31.2-r.3,  a common  variety.  EF.  Slightly  off  center  affecting  only 

the  tops  of  CO.  Completely  upset  dies.  A peculiar  small  rim  bruise  (?)  just  below 
the  second  7 that  appears  to  merge  with  a lumpy  rim  break. 

170  — 1787  Miller  32.7-X.l,  Rarity  5.  F-VF.  Miller’s  description  of  this  obverse  is  in 

error.  The  first  cinquefoil  is  entirely  left  of  the  bust  instead  of  !4  under.  Very 
well  centered,  with  full  date.  Some  weakness  in  striking  at  about  6 o'clock  (not 
mentioned  by  Miller).  The  surface  is  slightly  porous.  A very  important  and  rare 
variety.  Medium  brown. 

171  — 1787  Miller  33.1-Z.13,  Rarity  4.  Better  than  Fine.  Obverse  die  beginning  to  bulge 

under  AU.  Die  break  from  rim  to  O in  full  prominence.  A very  nice  coin  for 
the  specialist. 

172  — 1787  Miller  33.2-Z.5.  EF.  Well  struck  with  some  weakness  at  the  bottom  of  the 

bust  and  top  of  rev.  Late  die  state,  with  reverse  breaks  not  mentioned  by  Miller. 
A common  variety,  but  choice. 
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173  — 1787  Miller  33.6-KK.  VF.  Not  a rare  variety,  but  an  interesting  one,  and  to  the 

best  of  our  recollection,  the  only  one  with  THREE  FILLET  ENDS.  Evidently  a 
very  late  state  of  the  dies,  showing  soft  results  of  clashing.  The  letters  AUCT  are 
sunk  below  the  surface,  as  are  NDE  on  the  reverse.  A most  unusual  striking 
evidently  due  to  very  worn  dies.  A coin  that  must  be  seen  by  the  specialist  to  be 
fully  appreciated.  Mottled  light  and  dark  brown. 

174  — 1787  Miller  33.  7— r.  2.  Very  close  to  Unc.  A common  variety,  but  a superb  coin. 

Slightly  off  center  affecting  the  very  bottom  of  the  date.  Sharply  struck  on  a 
surprisingly  clean,  smooth  planchet.  A lovely  lustrous  light  chocolate  brown  with 
traces  of  red. 

175  — 1797  Miller  33.9-S.2,  Rarity  2.  EF.  A strong  strike  from  a very  late  state  of  the 

dies,  exhibiting  many  breaks  not  mentioned  by  Miller.  A nice  clean  planchet,  and 
a pretty,  light  brown. 

176  — 1787  Miller  33.9-S.2.  VF.  Another  as  above,  but  an  earlier  die  state  without  the 

unrecorded  die  breaks.  Dark  brown. 

177  — 1787  Miller  33.  11-Z.  18,  Rarity  4.  F-VF.  Surfaces  slightly  rough.  Light  planchet 

defect  from  rim  between  third  and  fourth  cinquefoil  through  arm.  Obverse  rim 
break  over  TO  is  full,  and  bulge  just  starting  to  left  of  bust.  Evidence  of  clashed 
dies  on  reverse. 

178  — 1787  Miller  33.15-r.l.  Better  than  VF.  A fairly  common  coin,  but  an  excellent 

strike,  and  well  centered  with  full  date.  (PDV.)  It  can  be  seen  very  clearly  that  the 
B is  struck  over  a cinquefoil,  as  mentioned  by  Miller.  It  is  also  evident  that  the  B 
was  altered  from  an  R,  a fact  not  mentioned  by  Miller.  Deep  mahogany  brown, 
the  raised  portions,  a light  to  medium  brown.  Glossy  surfaces.  A perfect  type  coin. 

179  — 1787  Miller  33.17-r.l,  Rarity  3.  EF.  Evenly  struck  and  well  centered  with  full  date. 

Very  light  rim  bruise  over  the  2nd  obverse  cinquefoil.  From  the  same  interesting 
reverse  die  as  above.  Light  evidence  of  die  clashing  behind  the  obverse  head.  A 
nice  clean  coin. 

180  — 1787  Miller  33.19-Z.2,  Rarity  3.  AU.  Perfectly  centered  with  full  date.  Weakly 

struck  in  center,  from  the  date  line  thru  IND  and  above  OR1.  All  other  details 
very  sharp,  with  very  little,  if  any  actual  wear.  A superb  chocolate  brown,  with 
smooth,  glossy  surfaces. 

181  — 1787  Miller  33.28-Z.16,  Rarity  3.  VF-EF.  Full  date.  Most  unusual  coin  with  a die 

break  through  the  head  and  nose,  lengthening  the  nose  to  a Pinoccio  look.  Glossy, 
light  brown.  One  corrosion  spot  in  hair  on  obv. 

182  _ 1787  Miller  33.29-Z.ll,  Rarity  4,  and  33.32-Z.13,  Rarity  1.  The  first  off  center. 

cutting  off  the  very  bottom  of  the  bust,  but  all  letters  and  punctuation  are  intact. 
Full  date.  The  second  is  on  a granular  planchet  and  weakly  struck,  but  well  cen- 
tered with  full  date.  2 pcs.,  averaging  better  than  VG. 

183  — 1787  Miller  33.34-Z  1 1,  Rarity  5.  Abt.  Fine.  Well  centered  with  full  date,  but 

light  weakness  in  striking  on  the  reverse,  evidently  due  to  wear  in  the  die.  This 
reverse  was  used  with  five  different  obverse!  Small  planchet  defect  in  hair.  Even 
wear. 

184  — 1787  Miller  33.36-T.  1,  Rarity  3.  F-VF.  Fairly  well  centered  with  full  date,  and 

a nice  even  strike.  Two  small  planchet  flaws  and  one  tiny  dig.  Still  a very  pre- 
sentable coin  with  light  brown  surfaces. 

185  — 1787  Miller  33.36-T. 2.  Better  than  Fine.  A common  variety  in  above  average  con- 

dition. Some  weakness  in  the  central  portion  of  the  reverse  figure,  and  an  old 
thin  scratch  through  the  head.  Full  date,  and  a nice  type  coin. 
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186  1787  Miller  33.38-Z.23.  Rarity  5.  F-VF.  Well  centered  with  full  date.  Weakly  struck 

at  the  bottom  of  the  bust  and  corresponding  portion  of  the  reverse.  Late  die 
state.  Evidence  of  die  clashing  under  the  chin  on  obverse  and  under  INDE  on  the 
reverse.  Unrecorded  bulge  from  branch  hand  downward  toward  bottom  of  1,  and 
first  cinquefoil. 

187  — 1787  Miller  33.39-s. I.  Fine.  A common  variety  but  nicely  struck  with  a full  date. 

Two  light  scratches  in  the  field  under  nose.  A nice  type  coin. 

188  — 1787  Miller  36-1.1.  Rarity  3.  VF.  The  draped  bust  left  type,  but  punctuated  with 

fleurons  instead  of  cinquefoils.  A pretty,  well  struck  darkish  brown  coin,  with 
smooth  surfaces  and  a full  date. 

189  — 1787  Miller  37.4— k.  1 . VF.  Fairly  common,  and  another  nice,  well  struck  type  coin. 

A late  state  with  evidence  of  die  clashing  on  the  obverse.  A pleasant 
medium  brown. 

190  — 1787  Miller  37.8— k.2  and  37.9-e.  both  Rarity  2.  The  first  mis-struck.  Evidently 

something  caught  in  the  die.  and  the  entire  profile  is  lacking.  The  second  on  a 
thick  planchet.  Interesting  pair  for  the  specialist.  2 pcs.,  the  first  VG,  the  second  VF. 

191  — 1787  Miller  37.9-e  and  43,1-Y.  The  first,  a lovely  light  brown,  with  full  date,  and 

even  wear.  The  type  with  small  fleurons  in  obverse  punctuation,  crosses  and 
ornament  on  reverse.  The  second,  the  very  popular  CONNFC  variety,  and  though 
on  a nice  smooth  planchet,  there  are  several  edge  cuts,  and  the  punctuation  after 
INDE  shows  damage.  2 pcs.,  both  Fine. 

192  — 1787  Miller  39.2-ee.  Rarity,  AUCTOB1  ET  LIR  variety.  EF.  Late  die  state  showing 

breaks  and  bulge  not  noted  by  Miller.  Quite  a scarce  variety,  and  a very  popular 
type.  Especially  desirable  being  so  well  struck  and  centered.  From  the  renowned 
Dr.  Hall  Collection.  Very  pleasing  light  brown. 

193  — 1787  Miller  41-ii,  Rarty  3.  The  AUCTOP1  ET1IB  variety.  VF.  Well  struck  with 

with  a full  date.  Marred  by  several  small  digs,  obverse  and  reverse.  Still  a difficult 
variety  to  find  with  the  mis-spellings  so  sharp  and  clear.  Porous  planchet. 

194  — 1787  Miller  43.-1-Y.  EF.  The  well  known  and  very  popular  CONNFC  variety. 

Not  rare,  but  very  difficult  to  find  so  well  centered  and  sharply  struck.  The  mis- 
spelling as  well  as  all  details  are  very  sharp,  including  the  broken  final  cinquefoil 
on  reverse,  a detail  not  mentioned  by  Miller. 


195  — 1787  Miller  43.2-X.4.  Rarity  6.  VF-EF.  This  is  another  CONNFC  variety  that 

was  unknown  to  Miller,  but  discovered  by  Canfield  and  Ryder,  and  described  on 
page  6 of  the  Additions  and  Corrections  to  Miller.  A very  well  struck  specimen, 
showing  all  details  clearly.  The  few  planchet  defects  do  not  interfere  with  any 
identifying  details.  Very  rare.  ILLUST. 
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CONNECTICUT 


196  — 1787  Miller  44-W.4.  Rarity  2.  VF-EF.  Not  rare,  but  a very  interesting  variety. 

Because  of  the  wide  spacing  of  AUCTORI,  the  die  sinker  did  not  leave  enough 
room  for  a cinquefoil  after  the  first  colon.  The  B is  altered  from  an  R.  Well 
struck.  (PDV.) 

197  NEW  JERSEY.  1786  Maris  21-N.  EF  The  WIDE  SHIELD  TYPE,  and  the  widest 

shield  of  the  entire  New  Jersey  series.  A very  well  centered  and  sharply  struck 
coin,  on  a smooth  glossy  planchet.  Rarity  2 as  a variety,  by  far  rarer  in  such 
nice  condition. 

198  _ 1786.  Maris  21-P.  The  NARROW  SHIELD  TYPE.  Choice  VF.  Another  very 

well  centered  and  sharply  struck  specimen,  with  all  details  strong  and  clear.  A 
few  old,  unimportant  scratches  on  the  obverse.  Struck  on  a rough  planchet.  Still 
an  impressive  coin. 

199  — 1786  Maris  23-R,  Narrow  Shield,  and  1787  Maris  6-D,  Wide  Shield.  The  first,  a 

lovely  well  struck  light  tan  coin,  on  a clean  planchet,  with  all  details  sharp  and 
clear,  but  unfortunately  holed  between  NOVA  and  CAESAREA.  The  hole  does 
not  affect  any  letter  or  part  of  the  design.  The  6-D  has  the  date  weak  as  usual, 
but  the  balance  of  the  coin  is  quite  sharp.  A small  old  dig  in  the  field  above  the 
tip  of  the  plow  beam.  Struck  on  a rough  porous  planchet.  2 pcs.,  Fine  and  VF. 


2()()  — 1787  46-e.  EF.  This  variety  is  almost  always  seen  from  damaged  dies  (clashing). 

In  most  cases  the  date  is  completely  obliterated.  This  specimen  shows  the  87  very 
strongly.  The  balance  of  the  coin  is  superb,  and  in  our  opinion,  surpases  the 
Maris  plate  specimen.  The  reverse  shows  all  the  lines  of  the  shield  sharply. 
Smooth,  glossy  planchet.  ILLIJST. 

201  _ 1787  Maris  48-g,  THE  PRONOUNCED  OUTLINE  TO  SHIELD  variety.  VF. 

Well  centered  and  sharply  struck.  Medium  die  state  with  the  break  in  the  shield 
just  starting.  No  damages  or  signs  of  mishandling.  A clean  dark  tan,  with  a 
greenish  cast. 
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-02  — 1787  Maris  60-p,  THE  PLURIBS  variety.  Nice  VF.  Though  only  listed  as  Rarity 

3,  we  find  that  this  variety  is  much  more  difficult  to  find  than  the  rating  indicates. 

Almost  perfectly  centered,  with  full  dentillation  on  the  obverse,  and  almost  com- 
plete on  the  reverse.  A very  strong  strike,  with  the  head  as  sharp  as  any  we’ve 
seen.  Free  of  any  damages.  ILLUST. 

203  — 1787  Maris  62-q.  VF.  Large  Planchet  with  a sprig  under  the  horsehead  and 

crossed  branches  under  the  shield.  Very  slightly  off  center  affecting  none  of  the 

lettering  or  design.  Very  minor  edge  nick  at  3 o’clock.  An  excellent,  dark  brown 
type  coin. 

204  — 1787  Maris  63-q.  VF.  Same  type  as  last.  Perfectly  centered  with  full  denticles. 

Sharply  struck  on  a very  nice,  light  brown  glossy  planchet. 

205  — Another  63-q,  late  state  of  rev.  VF,  nice  smooth  flan,  several  light  rim  dents. 

206  — 1787  Maris  63-s,  same  type.  VF.  A fairly  common  variety  with  a few  minor 

edge  bruises,  but  on  a lovely  smooth  glossy  planchet,  free  of  any  digs  or  scratches. 
An  excellent  type  coin. 

207  — 1788  Maris  67-v.  VF  or  better.  Another  nice  type  coin  that  has  been  somewhat 

mishandled.  In  addition  to  edge  bruises,  this  specimen  has  several  old  light 
scratches,  on  the  obverse,  and  a corrosion  spot  behind  the  head.

Beavers,  NON  INFERIOR  A META  ELIS.  Silver.  Original.  Breton  514A.  AU. 
some  original  surface.  Very  rare. 

209  — Similar,  but  undraped  pointed  bust  sgd.  B.DUV1V.,  rev.  as  last.  Copper,  CUIVRE 

and  reeding  on  edge.  Brill.  Proof,  19th  century  restrike.  LeRoux  274. 

210  1781  North  American  token.  VF.  Not  a rare  coin,  but  very  difficult  to  find  well 

struck,  which  this  is.  Several  old  light  scratches  on  the  obverse,  blending  along 
with  the  toning. 


211  Chalmers  Threepence.  1783.  Crosby  PI.  IX. 9.  Better  than  EF,  straight  (end  of  strip) 
clip  involving  some  dentils  above  M.  Very  rare  ILLUST. 
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212  Bar  Cent.  (1785).  Original,  showing  the  spine  from  second  bar  and  the  tiny  die  crack 

at  center.  VF,  small  rev.  rim  dent.  Rare,  as  90%  of  those  offered  have  proved  to 
be  forgeries. 

213  1789  New  York,  Mott  Token,  Thick  planchet.  EF.  A well  struck  specimen.  The  late 

die  state  with  the  die  break.  The  shield  and  feathers  are  not  well  defined  as  is  usual 
with  the  thick  planchet,  but  all  the  lettering  is  sharp  and  readable,  which  is  most 
unusual.

457  1861  Cent.  Restrike  in  gold.  Designed  by  Robert  Lovett.  Jr.  in  Philadelphia  for  the 

Confederacy.  After  striking  twelve  pieces  in  copper-nickel,  Lovett  fearing  prosecu- 
tion by  the  United  States  government,  hid  the  coins  and  dies.  According  to  the 
Redbook,  Capt.  J.  W.  Hazeltine,  Philadelphia  coin  dealer  later  bought  the  cents 
and  dies,  striking  seven  pieces  in  gold,  twelve  in  silver  and  fifty  five  in  copper. 
However,  quoting  J.  W.  Hazeltine  from  Confederate  Currency  and  Stamps  (1949) 
by  Claud  Fuller  and  published  by  the  Tennessee  Division,  Confederate  Daughters 
of  the  Revolution,  Hazeltine  states.”  I purchased  the  dies  from  him  (Lovett)  and. 
as  you  all  probably  know,  did  not  strike  any  in  nickel  (copper-nickel)  considering 
them  to  a certain  degree  as  originals,  but  we  had  three  struck  in  gold,  and  I be- 
lieve five  in  silver  and  fifty-five  in  copper,  the  die  breaking  on  the  fifty-ninth 
piece,  which  is  in  existence  showing  the  break  in  the  die.”  We  have  been  able  to 
trace  only  two  others;  one  in  the  Eliasberg  collection  in  Baltimore,  another  in  the 
Smithsonian  Institution,  Washington.  D.  C.,  and  this  one.  which  is  better  than  Fine, 
closer  to  VF.  Identifiable  by  a dent  on  last  A of  AMERICA,  a small  repair  on 
edge  in  the  same  area  and  several  unimportant  scratches.  Traces  of  the  original 
surfaces  visible  around  CONFEDERATE  STATES  OF  AMERICA,  date.  1 CENT 
and  wreath.  Whether  7 or  3 pieces  were  struck,  this  is  a great  opportunity  to 
acquire  an  extreme  rarity.

DOLLARS  1887  clearly  twice,  the  original  date  inverted  between  the  final  3 and 
DOLLARS.  A blue  chip  mint  error  among  blue  chip  coins.  — Compare  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  discovery  specimen  in  our  November  1965  sale  and  Stack’s  June  1972 
sale.
